22-year-old dream being re- 
alized Bob White, part owner and 
entrepreneur Berkshire Ice 
Cream. White, hailing from Mount 
Washington, Massachusetts, re- 
cently purchased the Great Hill 
Dairy Inc. milking herd owned 
Tim Stone Marion, Massachu- 
setts, start his Golden Guern- 
sey business. 

White’s Guernsey dairy not your 
ordinary run-of-the-mill business. 
All the cows are owned inves- 
tors. White and his partner Ernest 
Couse ran extraordinary adver- 
tising campaign offering investors 
percent return over five years for 
initial investment just $800. 
This $800 buys the investor cow, 
and return, the investor receives 
$160 per year interest. The in- 
vestor may keep the cow the end 
five years, sell back the 
dairy for $800 allowing the investor 
double his money. 

Each investor has individual 
cow identify with. Even the dis- 
trict bank president where the farm 
loan was secured investor. 
White calls the cows living invest- 
ment because the investors can ac- 
tually touch it. 

According White, the success 
the business will depend partly 
the investors. “We want many 
people involved possible that 
they will tell their friends and then 
come and buy ice cream. This gives 
many hundreds dollars free 
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advertising. also getting people 
from the city who wouldn’t have con- 
tact with cows this way,” explained 
White. 

long family heritage the dairy 
industry motivated White start 
this business. ran the family’s 
Alfalfa Farms Inc. Guernsey opera- 
tion Topsfield, Massachusetts, 
with his late father Norbert until the 
early 1970s. White said, have 
started this business dedication 
tather. was the greatest 
promoter the Guernsey cow and 
know this would please him.” 

Norbert White developed the fam- 


ily ice crcam recipes years ago 
starting with old-fashioned fla- 
vors such ginger and black rasp- 
berry. The ice cream will made 
from all natural ingredients. The 
partners would eventually like for 
the herd certified organic. 

White has big goals for his new 
enterprise. the future wants 
milk 1,000 Guernseys six 
seven farms the area. But ad- 
mits that this will depend how 
well the ice cream sells. Both part- 
ners have varied experiences which 
will help them with their new busi- 
ness. Last summer White peddled 
ice cream for company gain ex- 
perience. Couse previously operated 
country store.

Holstein neighbors telling them “When these Guernseys don't 


pay the bills, we'll let you know.” 


Jim Trotter has called the “Holi- 


day Hotel” for calves. Now you may 
ask yourself, what does “Holiday 
Hotel” for calves look like? Well, the 
first thing you may notice the best 
energy-saving lights money can buy 
the large spacious pens that are 
extremely clean and contain the best 
bedding around. 

Perhaps the individual run- 
ways that goe outside the pens 
one side the barn the top-of- 
the-line ventilation system. Maybe 
the private dining room equipped 
with individual buckets and the 
room service that never late. This 
“Holiday Hotel” would describe the 
calf facility Scott’s Guernsey farm 
located near Lafayette, New Jersey. 

This calf barn was designed the 
Scotts and took lots pencil push- 
ing make work. The barn was 
built 1987, and calves are housed 
until they are four six months 
old. The calves are first put into 
TLC pen that four feet long and 
four feet wide. This where they stay 
for the first week. They are kept 
milk for one month. found 
they gain weight faster when they are 
off milk,” said Scott, owner. 

The Scotts also lead-feed the calves 
after seven days, getting them 
started grain. Calves receive one 
pound grain day, and the time 
they are off milk, they are two 
pounds grain day. feels that 
calves grow better grain and hay 
than other rations. 

When the calves off milk, they 
are dehorned with electric dehor- 
ners. They also get any extra teats 
removed this time. Then they are 
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moved into indi- 
vidual pens that 
are four feet long 
and six feet wide. 
They will call this 
home for about 
four months. There 
the menu consists 
milk replacer 
and grain. 

After four 
months, they are 
moved into group 
pens holding two 
four calves, de- 
pending the 
number calves 
the time. 

the 
group pens, calves 
are fed nothing but 
the best second crop cutting the 
farm. stated, “The more hay they 
eat, the better like it.” The calves 
not receive any pasture until they 
are ten months old. explained 
this philosophy saying, “Calf rasing 
the most important part farm- 
ing, and shows when the animals 
are brought into the milking herd.” 


Heifer Management 

The Scotts feed their heifers 
percent mix and all the grass hay 
they can eat. When they are pas- 
ture they receive haylage. 
stated, “We just like keep 
simple.” 

All animals are bred from the top 
bulls and young sires. The Scotts 
look for sires with good udder and 
leg traits help improve the next 
generation their herd. and his 
son, Douglas, who also works the 
farm, all the breeding. 


The age breeding depends 


size and sometimes the time year. 
The Scotts not like freshen heif- 
ers during the middle the year. 


Jane Scott the main caretaker the 
family's “Holiday Hotel” where ali calves 
are given plenty tender loving care. 


Their target date for freshing heif- 
ers ranges from two years two 
years and four months age. 

Heifers are usually bred young 
animal. The Scott family purchases 
their semen from three four dif- 
ferent A.I. organizations. 

pregnancy checks are done 
the farm, and the Scotts try keep 
veterinarian use down mini- 
mum. The vet called only when 
Ed's own expertise runs out. The 
entire herd vaccinated for 
brucellosis and for shipping fever 
the fall. The family also believes 


The Bottom Line

The following dairy outlook column was 
written Ken Bailey, Commercial Agri- 
culture Dairy Extension Economist with 
the University Missouri. 


Strong growth milk production 
the western states combined with 
increasing cheese inventories re- 
sulted significant drop cheese 
prices the National Cheese Ex- 
change. These lower prices will 
translate into lower M-W and all- 
milk prices the months ahead. 

Despite lower milk production 
the Midwest, April milk production 
for states edged ahead the 
same month year ago. While the 
production increase was small--less 
than one percent was the first 
time eight months that produc- 
tion actually increased relative 
last year. This was due large part 
significant production gains the 
West and Southwest. Overall, April 
cow numbers actually increased 
from March levels and production 
per cow improved relative the 
same month year ago. 

Greater milk production during 
the first quarter the year has 
translated into greater production 
dairy commodities. March cheese 
and nonfat dry milk production were 
four percent and percent, re- 
spectively, relative the same 
month year ago. Those higher pro- 
duction levels, particularly for non- 
fat dry milk, contributed lower 
prices. Nonfat dry milk for central 
states was trading $1.09 per 
pound during the first the year 
but fell $1.06 the middle 
May. 

Cheese prices were unusually 
strong during the first three months 
the year production shortfalls 
the Upper Midwest fueled con- 
cerns about future availability 
cheese supplies. Processing plants 


Wisconsin were buying milk from 
far away New Mexico order 
keep their plants full. re- 
sult, cheese buyers were the mar- 
ket buying all available supplies 
order improve their inventories. 

But cheese inventories grew 
and the outlook for milk production 
improved, cheese prices quite sud- 
denly plummeted. Stories were cir- 
culating that dairy plants Cali- 
fornia, Texas and New Mexico were 
overwhelmed with milk surplus dur- 
ing the months March and April. 
fact, was reported that some 
milk was dumped. 

addition, sudden easing 
corn prices, the availability bet- 
ter quality spring forages and strong 
adoption rBST fueled market ex- 
pectation even greater surplus 
milk conditions. 

Surplus conditions are also re- 
flected the market for nonfat dry 
milk. Despite sales 5.5 million 
metric tons nonfat dry milk dur- 
ing the months March and April, 
nonfat dry milk prices plunged 
support levels $1.034 for 
nonfortified nonfat dry milk some 
markets. The government now 
buying significant quantities for the 
first time years. Part this 
due the new Class pricing for- 
mula which makes nonfat dry milk 
more lucrative for processors. 

The outlook for the remainder 
the year will hinge what will hap- 
pen with milk production. ex- 
pectation that production for the 
second half 1994 will increase 
annual rate 0.8 percent rela- 
tive the second half last year. 
assuming that production per 
cow will increase percent, but 
numbers dairy farmers adjust 
lower milk prices. 

Look for milk prices fall steadily 
through the summer months. ex- 
pect the M-W fall from high 
$12.99 April $11.66 May 
before bottoming out $10.83 
June. That would represent very 
strong drop the M-W. All-milk 
prices would lag behind the M-W, 
falling from high $13.60 April 
$12.25 August before strength- 
ening the fall.
